Everything is 
taken out of the soil to produce growth. The three most important chemicals to produce growth and 
fruit are Nitrogen, Phosphorus and Potash. The Nitrogen produces top growth, Phosphorus helps set 
the fruit or seed, and Potash helps set root crops. But all three are necessary, and should be in 
balanced proportion.
